Continuation of 1 3. Other: The examiner has responded properly to all applicant's arguments in the applicant's amendment filed on 
January 22, 2008 after the non-final Office action dated October 27, 2007. The following responses are to applicant's new arguments 
incurred from the final Office action dated May 19, 2008. 

In response to applicant's argument that examiner's positions of equating the stretching during the final heat treatment as claimed in the 
instant claim 18 with the restoration of flatness during the final heat treatment as disclosed by Dahiback (738) and of asserting that it would 
be obvious to optimize the remaining elongation of the sheet of Dahiback (738) in order to achieve a flat sheet with desired properties are 
impermissible hindsights, the examiner notes that Dahiback (738) does not specify how the flatness of the sheet is restored. However it 
would have been obvious to one of ordianry skill in the art that some degree of stretching would inherently occur in the sheet of Dahiback 
(738) during the final heat tratment in order to restore the flatness of the sheet. Equating the claimed stretching with the restoration of 
flatness of Dahiback (738) by the examiner is proper and maintained. The examiner's position regarding the remaining elongation as stated 
clearly in the final Office action dated May 19, 2008 is also proper and maintained.
